New Delhi, the 8th September, 1998 

G.S.R, 569(E). — li; i^xercise of the powers conferred by sub-secton (1) read with clause (a) of sub-section (2) of 
section 15 of the National Coir.raission for Safai Karamcharis Act, 1993 (64 of 1993), the Central Government hereby makes 
the following rules, namely:— 

1. Short-title and C' ■ , :riencenient.—{1) These rules may be called the National Commission for Safai Karamcharis 
Chairperson, Vice-Chairperson r ' 3 Members (Conditions of Service) Rules, 1997. 

(2) They shall come into foice on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Definition.—In these rules, unless the context otherwise requires,— 

(a) '"Act" means the Naiional Commission for Safai Kaiamcharis Act, 1993 (64 of 1993); 

(b) "Chairperson” means the Chairperson of the Commission; 

(c) “Commission” means the National Commission for Safai Karamcharis constituted under section 3; 
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(d) “Member’ ’ meani a Member of the Commission; 

(ej 'section” means a section of the Act; 

(f) “VicC'Chairperson" means the Vice-Chairperson o: loe Commission. 

3. Rank and status.-—(1) The Chairperson shall have the status of a Union Deputy Minister. 

(2) The Vice-Chairperson and Members shall have the rank of Secretary to the Government of India. 

4, Salaries and allowances.—(1) The Chairperson shall be entitled to monthly salary and allowatices at the same 
rate as is admissible to a Union Deputy Minister. 

(2) The Vice-Chairperson and Members shall receive pay and allowances as is admissible to secretary to the Govern¬ 
ment of India. 

(3) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-rules (1) and (2), if the Chairperson, Vice-Chairperson or any other 
Member is a Member of Parliament, or a State Legislature, he shall not be entitled to any remimeration other 
than the allowances, defined in clause (a) of section 2 of tlie Parliament (Prevention of Disqualification) Act, 
1959 (10 of 1959) or as the case may be, other than the allowances, if any, which a Member of the Legislature 
of the State may, under any law for the time being in force in the State relating to the prevention of disqualifi¬ 
cation for Membership of the State Legislature receive without incurring such disqualification. 

5. Accommodation.—-The Chairperson, Vice-Chairperson and Members shall be eligible to the use of the govern¬ 
ment accommodation, as admissible imder the relevant rules governing such accommodation, subject to availability. 

6. Travelling Allowances.—The Chairperson shall be entitled to travelling allowances and daily allowances in re¬ 
spect of Journeys performed by him in connection with the work of the commission at the rates as are admissible to a Union 
Deputy Minister and the Vice-Chairperson and Members shall be entitled to these allowances at the rates admissible to those of 
a Secretary to the Government of India, 

7. Leave.—The Chairperson, Vice-Chauperson and every Member shall be entitled to leave as follows— 

(a) earned leave, half pay leave and commuted leave in accordance with the Central Civil Services (Leave) Rules, 
1972 as amended from time to time, and... 

(b) extraordinary leave as admissible to temporary Government servants under the Central Civil Services (Leave) 
Rules, 1972 as amended from time to time, 

8. Provision for retired persons appointed as Chairperson, Vice-Chairperson and other Members of the Com¬ 
mission.—Where a person retired from service under the government or any local body or authority owned or controlled by 
the Government, is appointed as Chairperson, Vice-Chairperson or a Member after such retirement, the salary admissible 
shall be reduced by the amount of pension and pension equivalent of any otlier form of retirement benefits. If a person is 
appointed on re-employment basis, his pay shall be regulated as per the Central Civil Services (Fixation of Pay of Reem¬ 
ployed Pensioners) Orders, 1986 as amended from time to time, 

9. Arrangement In case of permanent or temporary vacancies.—(1) If the office of the Chairperson becomes 
vacant or if the Chairperson is for any reason absent or unable to discharge the duties of his office, those duties shall, until the 
flew Chairperson assumes office or the Chairperson resumes his office, as the case may be, be discharged by the Vice- 
Chairperson. 

(2) If the office of the Vice-Chairperson becomes vacant or if the Vice-Chairperson is for any reason absent or unable 
to discharge the duties of his office, those duties shall, until the new Vice-Chairperson assumes office, or the Vice-Chairperson 
resumes his duties, as the case may be, be discharged by such other Member as the Central Government may duect. 

10. Saving.—In respect of any matter not covered by these rules,-— 

(a) the Chairperson shall be govemed by such rules or orders as may be applicable to a Union Deputy Minister, and 

(b) the Vice-Chairperson and Members shall be governed by such rules or orders as may be applicable to a secretary 
to the Government of India, 

11. Residuary provision.—Matter relating to the conditions of service of the Chairperson, Vice-Chairperson or 
other Members with respect to which no express provision has been made in these rules, shall be referred in each case to the 
Central Government for its decision and the decision of the Central Government thereon shall be binding on the Chairperson, 
Vice-Chairperson and other Members of the commission.
